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Tuberculosis is 
at an all high 


Th« chronically high tuberculosis 
csss rate In L.A. County has prompted 
the American Lung Association of L.A. 
County and the L.A. County Department 
ol Health Services to sponsor TB Aware* 
ness Week, Aug. 25-29. 

“In 1985 there were 1495 TB cases In 
the county, which Is a rate of 19.74 
per 100,000,” said Thomas W. Wheat, 
president of the local Lung Association. 
“This rate compares to 13.3 for Califor¬ 
nia and 9.1 for the country." 

Wheat explained that the TB rate is so 
high In L.A. County because of the large 
influx of Immigrants, many of whom come 
from countries where tuberculosis is still 
a serious public health problem. 

“We also want to make parents aware 
of the fact that beginning last year all 
children entering California schools for 
the first time were required to have a Man- 
loux skin test to detect tuberculosis,” 
said Wheat. “Any child who falls under the 
TB mandate can get a TB skin test for 
free at a county health clinic.”

CHP charges 
for DU I accidents 


The convicted drunk driver who 
causes an accident pays a price — higher 
Insurance rates, possible jail time, driver’s 
license suspension. As of July 1, another 
potential cost Is added — a bill from 
the California Highway Patrol seeking re¬ 
imbursement for the CHP’s response to 
the accident. 

This retribution against the convicted 
drunk driver Is the result of legislation 
enacted In 1985. The new statute affects 
any driver convicted of driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs who causes 
an accident that requires emergency re¬ 
sponse from a public agency. That driver 
is now liable for the cost of response up 
to a limit of $500. 

Potential billers include the CHP, lo¬ 
cal police and flre>deoartments and pub¬ 
lic anibulance services. Many of those 
agencies have indicated that they are tak¬ 
ing a “wait-and-see” attitude, pending the 
results of the CHP’s initial effort. 

The Highway Patrol will seek to recover 
costs only when it is the primary inves¬ 
tigating agency of a DUI-related accident. 
Costs are determined by the time officers 
spend in accident investigation, report 
writing, vehicle storage, arrests, booking 
and traffic control. Bills are sent only 
after the driver has been convicted. 

Any driver who fails to pay within 60 
days after receiving the bill, is subject 
to legai action.

For you trivia buffs, we have a great 
listing of group names for animals that 
you should really clip and save. This list¬ 
ing is compiled by International Wildlife 
magazine. 

The art of naming groups of animals 
goes back to the 15th century when the 
gentlemanly art of hunting required a spe¬ 
cial nomenclautre for the wildlife groups 
being stalked. Over the past 500 years, 
amateur semanticists have been naming 
groups of animals with some interesting 
results. 

We know that Hons travel in a group 
called a pride. A collection of geese is 
called a gaggle. A bunch of jellyfish is 
called a smack. A collection of crows is 
called a murder, while a meeting of larks 
is an exaltation. 

How about partridges? Their group 
name is covey, taken from the Latin word 
“cubare,” which medns “to be lying 
down.” 

Following is a list of other animal 
groups: a leap of leopards; paddling of 
ducks (only when they are on the water. 
On land and air they are a flock). 

Then there is a crash of rhinoceroses, 
charm of finches, tidings of magpies, 
cast of hawks, an ostentation of pea¬ 
cocks, unkindness of ravens, knot of toads 
and a mustering of storks.

Few words in the language gcneraic such 
terror and dread as the simple phrase “lax 
audit.’’ Most of us would rather go to the den¬ 
tist or even the hospital, and gladjy, to avoid 


It need not be: many audits, say the IKS 
and experts, are only a request for further 
information that can be satisfied by a letter 
from you. If it’s more — it still may be just 
simple verification. 

If you gel a notice to appear, or to call 
the IRS for an appointment, it means you 
have a “deficiency” and you arc responsible 
to clear it. Basically, ilte IRS contends that 
it you spent it, you should be able to prove 
it, but ilicy’re “Very responsive to pct>pie’s 
fears,” as one veteran CPA pul it. 

In 1983, llie IRS gall)crcd over 100 mil¬ 
lion data items on taxpayers’ income, over 85% 
of whicli is matched against returns. In 1982, 
those earning $10,000 to $25,000, who filed 
iiemi/ed returns, were audited at a 2.45% 
rale. Over $25,000 and llie rate rose to 2.90%, 
and over $50,000 the percent audited was 
5.68. Your locaiitni, occupaiioti atid kinds of 
deducliotis also influettce audits. Generally, (lie 
odds for Itigher ittconies being audited have ' 
slightly intproved sittce 1981 atid the odds for 
lower iticotnes worseticd. 

I'hc big cptcstion: Who gets aiiiliii'il? 
Well, the IRS goes over 1% of all retitrtis 
with a fine tooth cotttb to establish audit 
stattdards. Then, usitig these standards, yoitr , 
rctitrti is cotnpared by otie of the tiinc tiew 
UNIVAC 1100/80 IRS cotnputers agaitist oth- 
ers iti your class. If average for your group 
is 120, attd your score is 195, plus other 
factors poitit that way, yoit may be goitig to 
audit city. But with yottr good reeitrds — 
tiot to worry. 

Igtiorc the wiseacres who say file at the 
last mitiute, they’ll overlook yoit iti the rush. 
They wini’t. Or the oties who say don’t settd 
all your doeumetits together.

I have 
been repeating that act ever since. That was 
five years ago. 

The Brooklyn Bagel Company is a big 
operation. They supply restaurants all over 
Soutiterii California. I asked in a restaurant in 
Mission Viejo once, and sure enough, Brook- 
lyti’s bagels. There are 12 kinds to choose 
from. If you buy a dozen, ytru get a free one. 
There is the cutest and nicest lady there — 
Sally — to lielp you, atid if you save your 
receipts, you get a free dozen for $59 spent. 

Those are not the reasons why I g») there. 


They arc simply fabulous bagels! Chewy, soft, 
real New York bagels. When you go, be sure 
to lake tirdcrs from your friends. Gel a lot — 
they freeze beautifully. Be sure to slice them in 
half and toasl them — ai least lightly. Then 
pile on cream cheese, lox, onion, tomato. 


The cream clieese is only 50 calories per 
tablespoon. The lox is so expensive, you can’t 
afford t(K) many calories. The tomato and 
onion are zilch. ... the bagel is about 160. 
It would be difficult to gel up to 400 calorics 
all together. They are fabulous with jam, in¬ 
stead of toast. My Mom likes cream cheese, 
sliced cucumber and poppy seeds.

We stood for a moment in the middle of the 
first large field drinking in the festivities that sur¬ 
rounded us, thinking that this surely must be the 
way man was intended to celebrate the harvest. 
California produces 90*% of United States garlic 
and most of that comes to Gilroy at some point 
or is grown within a 90-mile radius of the city 
which is justly proud of its $51 million-dollar-a- 
year garlic industry. 

Garlic is planted in the fall and begins growth 
w-ith the fall rains. The plants grow slowly during 
,the winter, then more rapidly in the spring, reaching 
maturity in June or July. 

We walked by a tent where a row of 13 
enthusiastic vendors wearing T-shirts proclaiming, 

, “Liberty and Garlic For All” offered icy cups of 
brew. And, although the temperature was pleasant, 
the beverage would prove to be a splendid ac¬ 
companiment to any number of wonderful things 
.being dispensed at the surrounding booths. 

Three stages and an amphitheater were stra¬ 
tegically located around the festival grounds, each 
providing a different kind of live entertainment. 

Booths offered souvenirs sprouting the festival’s 
logo on cups, aprons, bumper slickers and a myriad 
. 'of other items. 

In another section of the grounds, the Great 
■ Garlic Cook-off was being staged. Behind a glass 
partition, eight cook-off finalists were busily pre- 
paring their special dishes. 

In the center of the park we found Gourmet 
' Alley. If you are partial to such epicurean delights 
as fresh Pacific scampi in a savory garlic-butler 
I. sauce, or steaming pasta coaled in a garlicky pesto 
I concoction, the alley is a “must” visit. 

Talking about food, and at the risk of over¬ 


killing your taste buds and your imagination, you 
need to know that just about anythying you’ve 
ever thought about eating with garlic in it or on it 
was available somewhere on the festival grounds, 
among them garlic ice cream. 

Other booths offered garlic products for sale 
including garlic braids, wreaths, and bulbs of all 
sizes, garlic jelly and garlic mustard. One of the 
most popular items being offered was the Festival’s 
Garlic Lovers’ Cookbooks, Volumes I and II. 

Backed up to Gourmet Alley was the wine 
tent. The southern half of Santa Clara County 
including the cities of Gilroy, San Martin and Mor¬ 
gan Hill was one of California’s first wine grape 
growing areas. Here you’ll find beautiful country¬ 
side, rolling hills and a myriad of picturesque 
backroads where charming and quaint wineries are 
tucked away in groves of majestic Sycamore trees. 

The garlic festival also offers a wonderful array 
of arts and crafts executed in almost every medium. 
Exhibitors from several western stales come together 
to show and sell beautiful handcrafted goods, 
many of which bear designs of garlic. 

One of the sports is visiting the garlic grove 
where you will see garlic growing in all its dif¬ 
ferent stages. Here, well-informed docents will be 
happy to tell you “all you wanted to know about 
garlic ... but were afraid to ask.” 

I can’t think of many things that can match 
the fun of the Gilroy Garlic Festival and now that 
we’re initiated, 1 don’t think we would choose to 
pass up another one. Oh, by the way, on our way 
home, we couldn’t help but notice a number of 
signs posted along the highway . . . anybody for 
the Brocolli Festival in Greenfield at the end of 
August?

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Barnards find Africa ‘enchanting’; see no problems 


How well do you like wild animals? If you 
had been with Shirley and Barney Barnard of Sierra 
Madre on iheir most reccnl irip. you would have 
seen your fill. 

I hey recently returned from a whole month in 
Africa with two of those four weeks spent on a sa¬ 
fari. Barnaid describes the salari as interesting, 
educational and somewhat rustic.” I hat seems to be 
putting it mildly. 

The Barnards spent every night within a com¬ 
pound "to keep the big critters out.” Barnard 
grinned. And in spite of the generators that were 
on each niglit withiti that compound, they still 
needed flashlights to get themselves around. 

‘‘If you got an end cabin (iti the compoutid), 
forget about hot water.” he explains. It was rustic, 
to say the least. 

I hose on the safari were expected to enter 
the wire-encircled compound at sundo vn attd were 
not allowed to leave until the sun was up. 

Modern-day salaris in Kenya are not what were 
pictured 50 years ago in real-life advetitures written 
by the Osa Johnsons who led groups in to African 
jungles to hunt. 

No attimals may be killed now and poachers 
are treated harshly. In fact. Bartiard says, if some¬ 
one is caught walking off the highway, he is 
‘‘taken for a poacher atid shot.” 

During their two weeks iti a camper traveling 
independently around Nairobi and itito South Af¬ 
rica, the Barnards saw no segregation of races. 
They booked their own hotels and ate wherever 
they chose and say the ‘‘blacks, whites and East 
Indians all intermingle.” 

In fact, they took some friends to dinner 
on July 4 and the evening turned out to be a 
total intermingling of races. The husband is E,uro- 
pean, the wife a black South African. Her two 
children by another marriage had East Indian blood. 
Ihey ate at an Italian restaurant and the enter- 
taitmient was two Argentinian guitarists playing 
Amcricati love songs in Spanish. 

“Whett they took a break, the juke box play¬ 
ed ‘We are the World.’ Then the guitarists came 
over attd wished us ‘Happy Independence Day,’ ” 
Barnard reports. 

All races and religions live together, he says, 
and adds, “That doestt’t mean they don’t have 
problems. We have a few here, too. 1 define 
‘apartheid’ as a different word for segregation 
in the Utiited States. The U.S. had it 30 years 
ago.” 

Is South Africa a good place for Americans 
to visit? “Absolutely. Their salaries are low and 
their prices are low. The Holiday Inn in Capetown 
cost $40 per day and that included breakfast. 
Ditmer for four was $40. I would say to be care¬ 
ful where you visit but then 1 wouldn’t go to visit 

South Bronx here either.” 

He concludes, “I have never been in another 
country where everyone we met was more thought¬ 
ful, considerate, helpful, and that includes Man¬ 
hattan.”

Hoover Jr. was Undersecretary of State during 
the Eisenhower administration.

He hiked a lot in the mountains above his 
home and the newspaper reported the time he dis¬ 
covered a police dog that had been caught in 
a trap set for a wild animal and how he helped 
save the distressed animal. 

The News also reported the time the Hoovers’ 
dog, a St. Bernard, who was literally called MUD, 
invaded a 6th grade classroom in our school. He 
created quite a furor when he clamored over chairs, 
desks and children with his muddy feet, until teach¬ 
ers managed to coax him back outside. 

Hoover Jr. died in 1%9. President Hoover 
died in 1964. But each time the President would 
come here it was certainly “Sierra Madre News.” 
The first time was on Armistice Day in 1932. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Michillinda were decorated, 
a reception committee was organized and the Presi¬ 
dent was greeted by a street lined with flag-waving 
humanity. 

The sons of Rudy Hartman and Janet Wood 
both remember being given a good spot across the 
road from the home’s entrance among some recently 
trimmed vines at Hastings Ranch. 

Mrs. Hoover was presented a bouquet by 
Jessica Wright.
